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Alabama’s Advantages for Industrial Advance—I, 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers’ Record. ] 
Birmingham, Ala., January 16. 

After spending some weeks in New England in a study of that section’s wonder- 
ful industrial development, where, without fuel and practically without raw ma- 
terials, every sort of manufacture has flourished until today New England products 
amount to about $2,000,000,000 every year, or almost one-sixth of the manufactured 
products of the entire United States, I have come to Birmingham in the hope of 
forming some faint conception of what is to be the future of this region, which has 
every advantage that New England lacks. 

This is to be an attempt to portray conditions as they exist in the mineral section 
of Alabama and to draw conclusions from those facts. In recording from time to 
time the impressions I may give, I shall not refrain from the use of trite facts 
almost as well known throughout the industrial world as to Southern people them- 
selves. Indeed, it may be that I shall discover nothing that is not familiar to all 
who have kept themselves informed as to the important developments in the South. 
Nevertheless, in the study of the district that I am making, it will be necessary to 
review every fact bearing on the situation here today that, in the light of what has 
been and is being done here and what has been accomplished elsewhere, it may be 
possible in some measure to conceive of the character and extent of development 
which Birmingham and this district are destined to know. 

All the world is aware that nowhere on the globe is there a manufacturing center 
situated so advantageously as is the city of Birmingham. From the top of Red 
mountain, within musket-shot of Birmingham's city hall, one may see the edges of 
the great Warrior coal fields on one side and of the Coosa and Cahaba on the other. 
By the State geological survey it is shown that the Warrior coal field covers 8000 
square miles, the Cahaba 405 and the Coosa 175. Throughout these fields are a 
number of coal seams, having in many sections an aggregate thickness of 75 feet, 
and assuring a supply of coking coal sufficient, it is claimed, to last thousands of 
years at a much greater rate of mining production than the present 12,000,000 tons 
a year. Red mountain contains a 24-foot vein of red fossiliferous ore extending 10 
miles northeast and 15 miles southwest of Birmingham. Some of the slopes in the 
district have been driven down about 1100 feet without showing any deterioration 
in the quality of the ore or diminution in the thickness of the vein. These are the 
ores principally used in the furnaces of this district, although high-grade brown ore 
is largely used by all companies which have a supply of it, and lately there are many 
reports of an astonishing discovery of what is locally called “gray ore.” 

No attempt has been made to estimate the quantity of iron ore in the Alabama 
mineral section. The supply may almost be called inexhaustible. In the valleys 
between the hills is limestone enough, it is declared, to flux the ores of the whole 
world, and thus are all the requisites for ironmaking found here side by side, in some 
instances all being located on one property, giving to the entire district an advantage 
in the economical production of iron which allows Birmingham to practically fix the 
pig-iron prices of the world. It was in 1895 that this important epoch in the his- 
tory of the industry was begun. In that year, to the astonishment of almost the 
entire iron world, it was demonstrated that Alabama pig-iron could be laid down in 
Liverpool, grade for grade, at less than the price of Middlesboro iron shipped across 
England to that point. Today the Birmingham quotation marks the price for every 
ton sold in the United States. Birmingham pig is now known and esteemed the 
world over. It is sold in every State in the Union where iron is used, which is to 
say all. It has been sold to 18 foreign countries, including England, Germany, 


Italy, India and South Africa, and the Pig-Iron Warrant Association of Great 
tritain has lately issued a rulling naming 11 Southern brands of iron that may be 
delivered on warrants calling for English or Scotch iron. One year 287,000 tons 
were sold abroad. For many purposes satisfactory results cannot be obtained with- 
out at least an admixture of Southern iron. Southern iron makes the smoothest 
castings, and good stoves, for one thing, cannot be made without it. By the census 
of 1900 it was shown that no other State produced so large a quantity of foundry 
iron as Alabama, the most important grade manufactured in the State during the 
census year. Some of the Birmingham brands are especially adapted to high-grad» 
castings, and important machinery and machine-tool manufacturing centers, like 
I‘ayton, Springfield and Hamilton, O., are large consumers of Birmingham pig. So. 
too, is Lansing, Mich., and Philadelphia and numerous other cities, while Provi- 
dence, R. 1., buys quantities of Birmingham iron for locomotive-building, and New 
England even uses it in the manufacture of cotton-mill machinery which she sells 
to the South. 

In this connection it may be noted that until recently the activities of this com- 
munity of 100,000 people have been largely directed toward producing semiraw 
materials for conversion into finished products in places quite remote. When the 
business boom is on there is much money in making pig-iron, in mining coal and 
selling coke. And thus it has come to pass that the Birmingham district has been 
built up largely on these lines. 

Birmingham has 32 modern coke furnaces, and the district turned out abou: 
1,600,000 tons of pig-iron in 1904,

into steel rails, nails, wire, castings, stoves, etc., although it is still true that almost 
everything of iron or steel used in Alabama is manufactured elsewhere. Without 
at this time going into great detail, it may be mentioned that there are compara- 
tively few engine works and boiler shops in the district. 
practically all the machinery used in cotton and cottonseed-oil manufacture comes 
from the North and West, and especially from New England, and not only are all 


Excepting cotton gins, 
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machine tools, lathes, drills, etc., made elsewhere, but there is not one manufactory 
here of such things as scales, picks, shovels, wire rope, chains, hammers, carpen- 
ters’ or blacksmiths’ tools, or even anvils. 

To show how wide and broad a field for development exists, it may furthermore 
be pointed out that even the food the people of Birmingham eat largely comes from 
outside, notwithstanding the fertility of all the acres on every hand. Milk and 
cream come from Pulaski and Columbia, Tenn.; Elgin creameries ship butter here 
by the ton; Irish potatoes come from Wisconsin, Michigan, Missouri, Kansas and 
other Northern States; turnips are shipped from Canada; apples are brought from 
Ohio and a dozen other States; celery comes from California and Michigan; cab- 
bage, to the extent of 200 or 300 carloads a year, is shipped in from States to the 
north and the south, and peas, navy beans, lima beans and onions are brought by 
the carload from elsewhere. Even in poultry and eggs the local supply is only a 
fraction of the quantity consumed. So while this is not exactly a virgin field, it is 
evidently a place where opportunities exist for profitable undertakings in almost 
every line of effort. 

Compared with New England, which has an industrial life of well-nigh 275 
years, for the industries were fostered there from the very beginning of the colonial

Birmingham development, and the furnaces and works located in them are in most 
imstances owned and controlled by the companies operating in the Birmingham 
district. 

Government statistics give faint conception of what has been done here, and no 
one has yet found time to reduce all the operations in the district to figures that are 
exact. When the United States census reported in 1900 that there was invested in 
all industries in the State some $73,000,000 of capital, with 61,000 wage-earners 
employed, drawing wages of $15,380,000 a year, and turning out products valued at 
$82,000,000, it is evident that some features of the activity in the Birmingham dis 
trict were overlooked. On the other hand, I should say that some local estimates 
published here must be inexact. For instance, it is hardly likely that there are 
S0.000 wage-earners in the Birmingham district, with wages averaging $3,500,000 
2 month, a statement which has been repeatedly made. Up to last year there has 
been a steady increase in production since 1900, in the case of coal amounting to 10 
per cent. per annum, with a somewhat smaller percentage in coke and iron. And 
there have been increased investments in coal mines and in furnaces and iron and 
steel making plants. It is asserted that in the various operations in this district, 
including coal-mining, there is invested at this time nearly $100,000,000 capital. 
Caol-mining, by the way, is not included in the reported industries of Alabama in 
the United States census reports on manufactures. There are 164 coal mines in 
Alabama, employing some 20,000 men, whose wage-earnings (by the piece) run 
from $3.50 to 36 a day, and whose product of some 12,000,000 tons is computed to 
have an annual value of $18,000,000. 

In the Birmingham district there are large interests devoted to mining coal for 
the market, making coke to sell and manufacturing pig-iron and steel billets for sale, 
and with the present demand, which must increase enormously with the development 
of the South, the construction of the Isthmian canal and the increasing uses of iron 
and steel the world over, there will always be large quantities of semiraw material 
of the variety named shipped from this district. Nevertheless, with all the great 
increase in production of iron and steel in the Birmingham district, it is declared 
there is not so much Alabama iron on the market as there was 10 years ago, the 
home and Southern consumption now amounting to 50 to GO per cent., whereas it 
was only about 20 per cent. of the production 10 years ago. This trend of affairs is 
one of the most important and significant features of the entire situation, and well 
informed iron men declare they foresee the near approach of the time when, through 
the construction of steel mills and various other finishing plants, the present supply 
of Alabama pig will be entirely taken out of the market. As Northern mills require 
a certain amount of Southern pig, the inevitable result will be the development of 
new properties here, and thus there is at hand at this moment the beginning of an 


endless chain of development, an ever-widening circle of industrial activity, which, 


it is easy to see, must result in the growth of the district almost in the manner o 
arithmetrical progression. Indeed, bearing in mind the unparalleled advantages 
Birmingham possesses in having all materials side by side, while Pittsburg has to 
ship her Lake Superior ores 1000 miles, and considering the tremendous development 
that is under way and in sight not only in the South, but in the countries of the 
Caribbean and across the seas it may well be regarded as far from an enthusiast’s 
dream to conceive that within the next 25 vears the Birmingham district will make 


greater progress than Pittsburg has shown in the past 25. Enormous as has been 


that increase, it is by no means an impossible task for Birmingham to more than 
duplicate it. 

Twenty-five vears ago the entire State of Pennsylvania produced no more than 
140,000 tons of pig-iron, or just about the Birmingham district’s production of 
today. And today the consumption of iron and steel per capita, not only in the 
United States, but throughout the world, is increasing with an accelerating rate 
that destroys all previous bases of comparison and baffles all attempts to forecast 


the vastness of the iron and steel industry of even the next 10 years. Furthermore, 
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the Pittsburg district, with 5000 manufacturing plants, with § 
invested capital and 250,000 wage-earners, claims a yearly product of $450, 
000,000. How much this total may be increased by the selection and diver- 
sification of finishing plants may easily be demonstrated by reference to the

The demonstration that Alabama ores are all adapted to the making of the 
finest kind of open-hearth or basic steel is a fact of hardly less importance to the 
district in its relation to the possibilities of future development than is the cheap 
ness in the production of pig-iron by reason of the advantageous location of the raw 
materials. It was in 1895 that the first successful experiments in steelmaking wer 
concluded here. While operations have continued from that time, it has only been 


in recent years that the science has been reduced to a dividend-paying basis. Chem 


istry, mechanics and methods of management were all required to play a part in th 
successful production of steel as a commercial proposition, and now that all the 
difficulties have been overcome it is without question that there will follow a rapid

steelmaking here had passed the experimental stage, Hewitt, one o 
America’s greatest ironmasters, was quoted in the Manufacturers’ Record as saying 
in 100, a short time before his death: 

“The two great centers for dominating the iron and steel of the world are to bi 
the Lake Superior region, with its Bessemer ores, on the one side, and Alabama 
with its basic ores, on the other. The growth of the basic-steel industry, now that 
it has been fairly started in the South, ought to be very rapid. That section, with 
its abundant stores of iron and coal and limestone in such close proximity as is 
found in Alabama, bids fair within the next quarter of a century to dominate th 
basic-steel industry of the world.” 

What is being done in the Birmingham district today promises a fulfillment of 
Mr. Hewitt’s prophecy much before the time he set and many years sooner than 
anyone would have dared to predict five years ago. The Tennessee Coal, Iron & 
Railroad Co., which has been the pioneer in basie-stee! making here, has its enti 
estimated output of steel for 1905 contracted for, and in addition to these sales has 


inquiries for considerable other material which it cannot undertake to meet. It has 


been making steel rails for a little more than two years, and at no time has been in 


need of an order for rails. It has constantly made as many as it could turn out. 
Under favorable conditions 16,000 tons of steel rails were turned out last December 
which is the largest of any month’s output Iwo or three hundred thousand tons of 
its rails are in use on railroads all over the United States, and they have been di 
clared by some to be the best commercial rails in the world.
